Grad students to get 
home of their own

Over time they have moved from the white 
house at Finnerty and Sinclair to the building 
now housing the day care to the Student 
Union Building (SUB). Now, after years of 
planning and fundraising, UVic’s graduate 
students are finally going to have a place of 
their own: the new George and Ida Halpern 
Graduate Centre. Construction will start this 
summer, and it is expected the Centre will 
open early in 1991. 

“The project will be tendered in July,” 
said outgoing UVic President Dr. Howard 
Peteh in an interview last month, " and I 
expect a contract to be awarded in August. 

Certainly by the end of the summer I’m sure 
construction will be happening.” 

Almost one third of the funds needed to 
undertake the approximately $lmillion proj¬ 
ect have been provided by a bequest of 
$300,000 from private benefactors George 
and Ida Halpern. According to Graduate 
Students Society (GSS) President Douglas 
Tolson, another $310,000 has come from the 
GSS’s own building fund. The balance will 
be covered by either a mortgage, a B.C. 
government matching grant, or a combina¬ 
tion of the two. 

Preliminary plans proposing an approxi¬ 
mately 600 square metre building were ap¬ 
proved by the GSS members at their Annual 
General Meeting in February. At that time, 
the membership also sanctioned an increase 
in term fees to cover, if necessary, a short¬ 
term mortgage and to establish a fund for 
miscellaneous building costs. 

The design plans ami architectural model 
which were presented at the annual meeting 
show a one-story, wood-frame building with 
cedar siding and shake roofs, outdoor recrea¬ 
tion areas, a multi-purpose room, lounge, 
meeting rooms, bar, kitchen and offices. 

“It will be adjacent to the SUB, between 
the SUB and Finnerty Rd.,” said Petch. “Like 
the faculty club and the chapel, we’re trying 
to build it of wood— what I think of as a West 
Coast building. It’s a very good site.” 

Suspect sought in campus assault

Tolson said the society spent $15,000 of 
its own money to fund the initial architec¬ 
tural plans for the building. To service the 
proposed mortgage and establish a building 
emergency fund, Society fees will rise from 
the current $16 per year to $23 effective 
September 1,1990. 

Currently the $16 assessment is divided 
equally between the building fund and the 
society’s operating costs. At the beginning of 
the 1990-91 winter term, however, the new 
$23 fee will allocate $ 12 to the building fund 
(primarily for the proposed mortgage pay¬ 
ments), $3 to the building’s emergency fund, 
and $8 to GSS operating costs. 

The mortgage required to help cover con¬ 
struction costs will be amortized over six to 
eight years, Tolson said. “While having a 
shorter term does result in a higher mortgage 
payment, it also means that the building will 
be paid for before it’s necessary to spend 
money in the future on major maintenance, 
such as painting or renovations.” 

The GSS should find out if they will 
receive a matching grant from the provincial 
government in March of 1991, saidTolson. If 
the GSS does obtain some or all of the match¬ 
ing funds, then the future of the fee increase 
may be subject to a vote by the Society 
members, although “it’s recognized there is a 
need for some fee increases to cover future 
operating costs and the hiring of staff to 
service the building,” Tolson said. 

Tolson pointed out that the absence of a 
graduate student centre on campus has made 
it difficult to promote interest in the 1,340 
member society. “There is definitely enthu¬ 
siasm and strong interest in the building 
among the grad population. We’ve had lim¬ 
ited choices as to where to gather for func¬ 
tions or to share information about what 
we’re doing, so I’m pleased it has been 
recognized by the university that we need 
meeting space, offices, and a focus for our 
activities,” he said.

UVic receives $371,980 for 
research from Canadian Cable Labs 


On June 6,1990, Colin Watson, President of 
Rogers Cablesystems Inc., presented the first 
cheque from the Canadian Cable Labs Fund 
to Dr. Howard Petch. 

The cheque, for $371,980, is to cover the 
first year of funding of the following re¬ 
search projects in the Department of Electri¬ 
cal and Computer Engineering at UVic: Dr. 
Reudiger Vahldiek will be undertaking a 
project which is aimed at finding ways to 
produce cheaper and better ways of manu¬ 
facturing lasers for the transmission of am¬ 
plitude modulated signals on optical fibres. 
Dr. Jens Bpmemann and his group will at¬ 
tempt to find a solution to the technical 
problem of reducing the volume of the car- 
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tier signal (thereby gaining the ability to 
greatly enhance the quality of the received 
signal) then amplifying the carrier signal to 
its proper level when is reaches the TV re¬ 
ceiver. Dr. Nikitas Dimopoulos and his asso¬ 
ciate Dr. Li will examine ways in which 
expert systems can be applied to the analysis 
of faults in trunk and bridger amplifiers, 
those vital electronic components which 
amplify and divide the cable TV signal as it 
wends its way from the head end of the 
system out to individual households. 

Dr. Petch noted that it was gratifying that 
the firstaward from the Canadian CableLabs 
Fund should go to UVic. He said, “We’ve 
been lucky that we’ve been able to develop 
the most modem and exciting area of engi¬ 
neering in our new Engineering Faculty. This 
Faculty isalready acenterof strength, having 
been included in three nodes of the recently 
announced Centres of Excellence.” 

The $3.5 million Canadian Cable Labs 
Fund was reeendy established by Rogers 
Cable TV to promote research and develop¬ 
ment targeted at improving cable TV serv¬ 
ices. UBC is to receive $124,500 and SFU 
will receive $30,000 from the Fund.

The Halperns: grad building 
benefactors had history of service in B.C 


The new Graduate S tudents Society building 
on the UVic campus will be built in large part 
due to the generosity of Drs. George and Ida 
Halpem, long-time friends and benefactors 
of British Columbia universities. The uni¬ 
versity recently received $300,000 the couple 
had bequeathed to the project. 

“A sweet man, he really was,” reminisced 
UVic’s outgoing President Dr. Howard Petch 
in an interview conducted in late June. “He 
had a very sharp mind; he was just so inter¬ 
ested in everything. He was 86 or so, and he’d 
still be going out, he’d still be thinking about 
things. So when I had time I used to go and 
drop in for an hour. He always would have 
smoked salmon and things like that, and we 
would chat. A very interesting person.” 

The Halperns received their education in 
Vienna, Austria, where George received his 
doctorate in chemistry in 1926, and Ida her 
doctorate in musicology in 1938. The couple 
emigrated to Canada in 1939. 

Here, George patented the process of turn¬ 
ing veneer into plywood, while Ida devoted 


her career to collecting the music of B.C.’s 
natives. For this and other work Ida Halpem 
was awarded the Order of Canada in 1978. 

George was a founder and first President 
of the Brock House Society for senior citi¬ 
zens. He and the society managed to convert 
a small government grant, $500,000 in pri¬ 
vately raised funds, and a Tudor-style manor 
on Jericho Beach into what is still a popular 
centre for seniors’ activities today. 

Ida Halpem received an honourary doc¬ 
torate in music from UVic in 1986. She died 
in November of 1987. George Halpem died 
in November of 1989. 

It was after the death of Ida that Petch 
began visiting George Halpem in Vancouver. 
“He said he’d like to do something for the 
University of Victoria, and then I worked 
with him, and gave him several suggestions,” 
said Petch. ‘Together we picked out the 
Graduate Student Centre as something he 
would really like to do and something I felt 
was needed on the campus.” 


In memoriam: Father Leo Robert 


On 29 June, UVic’s flag flew at half mast 
for Roman Catholic chaplain Father Leo 
Robert Father Robert, 57, who was also 
pastor of the local Holy Cross Parish, died 
28 June. 

Father Robert founded UVic’s 
Chaplain’s Office in 1976andhadrecently 
been made a Monsignor by Bishop Remi 
de Roo. He was bom in Thunder Bay, 
Ontario in 1932 and received his univer¬ 
sity education in Europe and North Amer¬ 
ica. Father Robert was ordained in 1967 
and served the diocese both in Nanaimo 
and Victoria for 23 years. 

Sister Judi Morin, who worked with Fa¬ 
ther Robertfor seven yearsat the Chaplain’s 
Office, led a celebration of his life on Sun¬ 
day, 1 July at Holy Cross Parish, one of 
three services held to honour Father Robert. 


“It was really nice; it was a wonderful 
experience. People cried; people laughed,” 
said Morin of the Holy Cross service. 
Because of the suddenness of Father 
Robert’sdeath,peopledidnothaveachance 
to say goodbye to the man who preferred to 
be called “Father Leo,” so those at the 
ceremony wrote letters which were put in 
a black and white silk envelope and placed 
in the casket. “He loved black and white,” 
Morin explained. “His house was all black 
and white. He always said it was people 
who were the colours in his life.” 

The life of Father Robert is perhaps best 
summed up by a comment from the Holy 
Cross service: “He tried to make the insti¬ 
tution [the Church] fit the people, and not 
the other way around.” 


First-year students 
in for a little TLC 


Recent studies conducted at Canadian uni¬ 
versities have suggested that anywhere from 
25 to 35 per cent of first year students do not 
return to classes the following year. At UVic, 
according to figures released by the Admin¬ 
istrative Registrar’s office, the rate is around 
28 per cent While that means that UVic’s 
first year attrition rate is in line with other 
Canadian universities, it’s still too high for 
UVic’s Director of Student and Ancillary 
Services, Jim Griffith. Griffith has set his 
sights on boosting UVic’s retention rate for 
first year students by easing the transition 
from high school to university. 

As a result. Student and Ancillary Serv¬ 
ices has embarked on a series of initiatives 
designed to make first year students at UVic 
more comfortable and familiar with the 
campus environment “Statistics show that 
happy, well-adjusted students will stay with 
university,” Griffith said. “We have to recog¬ 
nize that the adjustment phase for new stu¬ 
dents coming from high school to university 
isn’t just a week, it may take the entire first 
year or even longer. We do know, however, 
that most first year students make the deci¬ 
sion to stay or withdraw in the first six weeks, 
so their initial impressions of campus are 
particularly crucial.” 

The shaping of those first impressions for 
students who will begin classes in September 
has already started. Explore '90, a series of 
two-day orientation workshops for students 
and their parents and organized by Student 
and Ancillary Services will be held during 
July and August. The workshops will pro¬ 
vide participants with a campus tour, infor¬ 
mation on University services, personal reg¬ 
istration assistance, and sessions on a variety 
of issues including “The Financial Realities 
of StudentLife,” “Learning and Study Skills,” 
“Healthy University Lifestyles,” and “What 
Makes the University Tick.” The workshops 
are being coordinated by former UVic Stu¬ 
dents’ Society (UVSS) President Lise-Lotte 
Loomer who was hired for the summer by 
Griffith for the newly-created position of 
First Year Student Program Coordinator. 

Loomer will also be coordinating Sep¬ 
tember orientation activities between die Stu¬ 
dents’ Society, Student and Ancillary Serv¬ 
ices, and Housing and Conference Services. 


Other initiatives undertaken by Student 
and Ancillary Services include the Host 
Family Welcoming Program which will match 
new international students with volunteer 
Victoria families for up to two weeks to give 
the students time to get their bearings and 
adjust to Canadian customs and the addition 
of a counsellor from the secondary school 
system to UVic’s Counselling Services staff 
to work with new university students. Ac¬ 
cording to Griffith, the hiring of Jim Black, 
who is seconded from Parkland Secondary 
School for the 1990-91 winter session, will 
enable Counselling Services to better under¬ 
stand the transitional problems experienced 
by new students. And, says Griffith, when 
Black returns to the secondary system at the 
end of the year, he will take back a better ap¬ 
preciation of die problems new university 
students are likely to encounter. 

Counselling Services is also developing 
Doing Well and Being Well , a pilot academic 
support program for between 50 and 100 
students in September. The program, which 
has the active participation of a number of 
UVic faculty, will be geared for this year to 
students registered in Biology 150 and will 
focus on the specific skills needed in the 
course. Students enrolling in the program 
will be taken through sessions on stress 
management, communications skills, prior¬ 
ity setting, study skills, exam preparation, 
note-taking, assertiveness training, and nu¬ 
trition and fitness among others.The pro¬ 
gram is being developed under the direction 
of Mary Jane McLachlan and Joe Parsons. 

Griffith’s interest in improving the lot of 
first year students is not newly acquired. As 
Director of Student Services at the Univer¬ 
sity of Prince Edward Island (UPEI) in 1986, 
he initiated University 100, Canada’s first 
university credit course to teach first year 
students the skills needed to cope with uni¬ 
versity. In April of this year, Griffith was the 
keynote speaker at a University of Regina 
conference on improving the first year expe¬ 
rience. Through his involvement, UVic, along 
with the University of South Carolina and 
UPEI, is hosting The First Year Experience, 
an international conference in Halifax July 
22 to 25. UVic is tentatively scheduled as the 
site of the 1992 conference. 
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Province supports 
excellence networks 

Advanced Education, Training and Technol¬ 
ogy Minister Bruce Strachan came to cam¬ 
pus June 12 bearing gifts in the form of a $6.1 
million commitment toward UVic’s partici¬ 
pation in five national Networks of Centres 
of Excellence. At a news conference held in 
the UVic Senate Chambers and attended by 
representatives from UVic, UBC, and SFU, 
Strachan announced a total provincial com¬ 
mitment of $20 million over four years to 
support participation in the federal Net¬ 
works program at the universities. UBC 
received $ 14.4 million for its involvement in 
12 Networks, and SFU obtained $630,000 
for its participation in four Networks. 

The Networks of Centres of Excellence 
are a $240 million federal program designed 
to guide Canadian scientific research and 
development into the next decade. The pro¬ 
gram is an attempt to break down the barriers 
between various scientific disciplines and in¬ 
stitutions to create “laboratories without 
walls.” Each lead site serves as the coordi¬ 
nating base for its network’s research. The 
research is conducted by dozens of partici¬ 
pants in universities, companies and govern¬ 
ment research labs across the country. 

UVic will actually be involved in six of 
the 15 national Networks. The University 
will be home to the Networks of Centres of 
Excellence in Molecular Interfacial Dynam¬ 
ics and in .Promoting Independence and 
Productivity in an Aging Society, and will be 
participating in the Networks for Bacterial 
Diseases; Robotic and Intelligent Systems; 
Microelectronic Devices, Circuits, and Sys¬ 
tems; andTelecommunicationsResearch.The 
Network for Centres of Excellence in Pro¬ 
moting Independence and Productivity in an 
Aging Society was not covered by S trachan ’s 
announcement. That Network was not an¬ 
nounced by the federal government until the 
spring of 1990. The other Networks were an¬ 
nounced in October, 1989. 

"British Columbia universities and re¬ 
search companies won the right to partici¬ 
pate in a remarkably large share of the federal 
program," said Strachan. "Of $240 million of 
federal funding, our institutions and compa¬ 
nies will receive approximately $44.2 mil¬ 
lion, nearly 20 per cent of the national total. 
This is $16.5 million more than we would 
have received on the basis of B.C.'s portion 
of Canada's population."

Foundation grant 
helps Law co-op 
reach Pacific Rim 

UVic’s Law Co-op Program has received a 
$50,000 grant from the Asia Pacific Founda¬ 
tion of Canada to help fund 10 or more co-op¬ 
erative education placements for UVic law 
students. The $50,000 represents a two-year 
commitment from the Foundation. The four- 
month placements will be in both private and 
public sector offices in the Philippines, Indo¬ 
nesia, Singapore, Malaysia, and Thailand. 

The Asia Pacific Foundation of Canada is 
an independent non-profit organization es¬ 
tablished by an act of Parliament in 1984 to 
strengthen Canada’s competitiveness in Asia. 
The grant to UVic comes from the five-year, 
$10 million Pacific 2000 Program that the 
Foundation is administering on behalf of 
External Affairs and International Trade 
Canada. 

The direct grant to students will be used to 
provide language training, to help cover liv¬ 
ing costs and travel expenses and to make up 
the difference between what employers in 
developing countries can afford to pay the 
students and what the students would receive 
in North American placements. 

“The Asia Pacific Foundation of Canada 
grant will allow our students to take advan¬ 
tage of the tremendous opportunities for first¬ 
hand experience in Pacific Rim countries 
without financial penalty,” said Law Dean 
Bill Neilson. “The University of Victoria and 
the Faculty of Law are very appreciative of 
the Foundation’s support for our program. 
That support will allow us to negotiate chal¬ 
lenging positions and the best placements for 
our students without asking students to con¬ 
sider whether they can really afford the expe¬ 
rience.” 

UVic is the only university in Canada 
where Law students can obtain a co-opera¬ 
tive Law degree, alternating academic terms 
with work experience. At the end of the 
program. Law co-op students will have gained 
12 to 16 months of work experience in a 
variety of private, public sector, and adjudi¬ 
cative placements. 

The overseas placements are open to 
second and third year Law students. The first 
UVic student will be placed with a Bangkok 
law firm and the National Petrochemical 
Corporation of Thailand ifl January 1991. 


University loses a 

On July 8, UVic and the Victoria commu¬ 
nity lost a long-time friend and hard-work¬ 
ing benefactor when SJ. (Joe) Cunliffe, 
forma- Chair of the UVic Board of Gover¬ 
nors, died at the age of 70. 

“He was one of the finest people I’ve 
ever known,” said former UVic President 
Dr. Howard Petch. “A great supporter of 
the University within the community and 
with the government Whenever I needed 
help with the Minister or government I 
looked to Joe Cunliffe for support He also 
showed great leadership in getting people 
to work together on the Board.” 

Cunliffe was described by Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Administration, Trevor Matthews as 
"a superlative chairman, very devoted to the 
well-being of the institution. He provided 
that steady hand at the wheel in what were 
tumultuous times. It was a great feat and he 
did it selflessly.” 

Bom in Port Haney, B.C. in 1919, Cun- 
liffeservedoverseas in thearmy from 1940- 
46 before graduating from UBC in 1950 
with an Engineering degree. Soon after, he 
became a founding partner and President of 
the Victoria-based Willis, Cunliffe, Tait and 
Company, Consulting Engineers. 

Cunliffe was a member of the UVic 
Board between 1971 and 1981, and its 
Chair from 1973-1981. 

During Cunliffe’s term as Chair, new 
buildings such as the McKinnon, Univer¬ 
sity Centre, and the Phoenix Theatre 
doubled the number of structures on cam¬ 
pus. He played a large role in the sale of the 
Lansdowne Campus and the resulting es¬ 
tablishment of the Lansdowne Trust which 
provides funds to bring scholars of national 
and international repute to the campus each 
year. 

Cunliffe was awarded an Honourary 
Doctor of Laws by UVic in 1981 to com¬ 
memorate his 10 years of service on the 
Board and his many contributions to the 
community. In addition, ahall in the McGill 
Residences was named after him. 

His involvement in the community was 
long and varied. Cunliffe was a president or

board member of the Victoria Advisory 
Planning Commission, the Victoria YM/ 
YWCA, and the Art Gallery of Greater 
Victoria. He was President of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Consulting Engineers of Can¬ 
ada and the Canadian Technical Asphalt 
Association and served as Chair of the 
Board of the University of Victoria Foun¬ 
dation from 1973-1988. Cunliffe was also 
involved in the Downtown Business As¬ 
sociation, the Rotary Club, and the Com¬ 
munity Welfare Council. 

Cunliffe was appointed to theOrderof 
Canada in 1982, was chosen Citizen of the 
Year by the Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce in 1978, was made an 
Honourary Citizen of Victoria in 1971, 
and was given the McLachlan Memorial 
Award in 1966 by the Association of 
Professional Engineers of British Colum¬ 
bia in recognition of his concern for pub¬ 
lic welfare. 

In 1981 Cunliffe was appointed to the 
Universities Council of British Colum¬ 
bia, which acted as an intermediary be¬ 
tween B.C.’s three universities and the 
government. This post lasted until March 
1987 when the Council was dissolved. 


In memoriam: Dr. John Paden 


Dr. John W. Paden (Biology) died as a result of 
an accident on May 30. The following tribute 
was written by his colleague in the Biology De¬ 
partment, Dr. Derek Ellis. 

John Paden joined the Biology Depart¬ 
ment in 1966. His specialty was mycology, 
the biology of fungi, especially in soils and 
forests. He came to us from the University 
of Idaho where he was in the process of 
completing his Ph.D. Prior to that he had 
worked at the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and served for two years in the U.S. 
Marines, ending as Artillery Battery Ex¬ 
ecutive and Gunnery Officer. 

After his arrival on campus in a period 
when the University was expanding in per¬ 
sonnel and facilities, he was one of a group 
of about ten young biology professors who 
set about building their research and teach¬ 
ing careers. Like the rest of us, he taught in 
many courses; his were primarily a sec¬ 
ond-year course in lower plants and an in¬ 
troductory mycology third-year course. He 


also contributed to first-year biology. He 
started publishing professional articles in 
1967 on the research advances from his 
Ph.D. work in Idaho. He was active in 
research with steady publication Qf his re¬ 
sults into the 1980s. 

John Paden developed as a biologist in 
a traditional way. Starting from a young 
naturalist’s interest in fungi, he trained and 
researched as a scientist while concentrat¬ 
ing on the taxonomy and biology of his 
chosen life forms. Coincident with his 
development as a researcher, the science 
of taxonomy was changing. John was able 
to change with the discipline, and his later 
research and professional articles range 
over classical taxonomy into forest pathol¬ 
ogy and developmental biology. Health 
problems intervened unfortunately. 

His colleagues, the University of Victo¬ 
ria, and his chosen discipline have lost a 
committed biologist. We regret his pass¬ 
ing.
